this week—although this indirect 
method of meeting part of the 
President’s request must be ap­ 
proved not only on the Senate 
floor but in the House where op­ 
position to foreign aid spending 
has been stiffer than in the Sen­ 
ate.

deadlock over minimum 
wage legislation remain the prin­ 
cipal barriers to adjournment so 
Congress members can turn to 
the campaign battles.

Thirteen seconds after 
he left the gondola, a six-foot stabilizing parachute, opened. This 
prevented him from spinning through space and blacking out but 
did little to check the speed of his fall. He fell 84.000 feet in 4 
minutes, 38 seconds, reaching a speed of 320 m p h. At 17.500 feet 
his big 'chute opened, dropping him to earth Bt minute* later. The 
1.200-pound gondola, containing these pictures, parachuted to 
earth later. K ittinger’s jum p was the longest ever. He's working on 
developing ways to evacuate space craft.

in epace experimentation. 
In the latest instance, the Russians 
say they have safely sent into orbit and 
brought back to earth two dogs and a 
number of other animals. According to 
their report, these animals made 18 
revolutions of the earth in 24 hours 
aloft, covering more than 433,000 miles 
at a height of some 200 miles. 
Ingeniously, Soviet scientists had 
television cameras mounted in their 
space ship to observe the animals* re- 
actions while they were whirling in 
orbit. The test could take them a big 
stride toward putting a man in orbit. 
The evidence, then, is that both 
America and Russia have made signi­ 
ficant gains, sometimes in the same 
direction but often on different fronts. 
This being so, it is not only foolish but 
inaccurate to make a general statement 
that either nation is “ahead” in space 
development. 
The competition is much 
more 
subtle than such a statement implies. 
We are both having our victories, and it 
is likely to continue this way for a long, 
long time. 


It should clear from recent develop­ 
ments that competition between the 
United States and Russia in the space 
field is more a qualitative than a quant­ 
itative thing. 
Twice in the last few weeks we 
have retrieved capsules ejected from 
rockets traveling in distant orbit. More 
remarkable was our interception of a 
plummeting capsule 10,000 feet in the 
air. 
Successful recapture of these ele­ 
ments is unquestionably an important 
stage on the way to solving the general 
problem of the re-entry of space vehic­ 
les through the atmosphere’s searing 
friction. 
All earlier successes in fielding 
space vehicles serving a variety of other 
purposes, including radio communica­ 
tion, earth mapping, photography and 
warning against hostile missiles, lend 
further emphasis to the fact that, 
qualitatively, we are holding our own. 
But obviously no one can underesti­ 
mate the Russian effort. Since the So­ 
viet scientific pride is intense, we have 
learned to accept most of their claims

his own fashion, and seldom deals the 
other even a glancing blow. 
Kennedy and Nixon don’t want it 
that way. They seem to be agreed that 
each man should be free to question the 
other directly and that the rules gen­ 
erally should favor verbal combat. 
The risks involved here are tremen­ 
dous, since either candidate could be 
shown up badly in a hot personal ex­ 
change. By the same token, the two men 
will expose themselves to further dang­ 
er when they submit jointly ta the 
heavy bombardments of newsmen. 
That Nixon and Kennedy are wil­ 
ling to take these gambles indicates a 
great deal about them as politicans and 
as men. They both play hard to win and 
reach out well beyond the limits of 
caution. They are adventurous and 
imaginative. 
The American people can be thank­ 
ful they are. For if the debate and news 
conference plans go through as now 
conceived, the voters will be treated to 
perhaps the most original, exciting and 
revealing 
presidential 
campaign 
in 
modern times. 


As might have been expected, two 
resourceful, 
risk - taking 
politicians, 
Vice President Nixon and Sen. John 
Kennedy are preparing to try nearly 
every imaginable approach— new and 
old—in their developing presidential 
battle. 
They will fly on quick thrusts into 
many states. In some heavily populated 
areas in the Middle West and East they 
will resort to the old standby, the cam­ 
paign train. They will use much state 
and regional radio and television. 
On top of all this, they plan a re­ 
markable series of face-to-face meet­ 
ings— major debates on radio and TV 
and a few joint news conferences. The 
preliminary arrangements for these per­ 
sonal confrontations suggest that they 
may be unique in campaign history in 
this century. 
The word “debate” has come to 
mean little in American politics. As 
conducted in recent times, campaign 
debates have hardly been more than 
joint but largely unrelated appear­ 
ances.

Velmar W. Davis, U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture economist at

[completed a survey of 145 farm ­ 
ers who have used Irrigation. He 
reports that many irrigation sys- 
ems were installed in 1954 fol­ 
lowing the 1953 dry weather, but 
the number of installations level­ 
ed off in 1955 and 1956. Since rain­ 
fall 
was generally abundant in 
1957 and 1958. few systems were 
installed, and some fanners sold 


ar discontinued using their sys­ 
tems. 
Only 13 of 77 fanners who were 
equipped to inigate field crops 
used their systems in 1958, Davis 
reports. The average acres irri­ 
gated dropped from 45 in 1956 
to six in 1958. 
Specialty crop farmers, on the 
other hand, increased the aver­ 
age acreage irrigated between 1954 
and 1958. Somewhat fewer irri­ 
gators, however, used their sys­ 
tems in 1957 and 1958. 
Installation Costly 
The average investment for lr 
ligating field crops is high. Among 
40 farmers, the investment aver­ 
aged $7,433 per farm, or about $86 
an acre irrigated.

May Beat Johnson 
In Decathlon

ROME <AP) — They call him 
the “Chinese T arzan” and “Asia’s 
strong m an.’’

"The next day Yang went out 
and high-jumped 6-4,” said UCLA 
Coach Ducky Drake, now helping 
with the Nationalist Chinese team 
"If he had done that at Eugene he 
would he the new world record- 
holder.” 
Drake has coached both Johnson 
and Yang. 
"I wouldn’t predict a winner," 
he said. “If one of them falls 
down on an event, the title goes to 
the other.” 
Yang’s form er coach and bene­ 
factor, Hen-wu Wei, who is here 
with him. says if the brilliant Chi­ 
nese athlete loses the decathlon 
it will be because of the trem en­ 
dous pressure. 
"He is China’s only gold medal 
hope and that is a big responsibili­ 
ty." says Wei. "Besides, he is up­ 
set that he m ust compete under 
the banner of Taiwan. We had to 
force him to go ahead.”

The Medical Research Program is a vital program, as broad as 
the basic sciences. It is not dedicated to the elimination of a specific 
disease, but to the elimination of disease through a complete under­ 
standing of the causes of disease and death. This is the whole man, 
the whole community, the whole country — an approach toward a 
sound health program. 
The past year was the first year of operation of the Medical Re­ 
search Fund. Morgan County United Fund was one of 250 Funds that 
contributed to the program. As a result of the first year, unrestricted 
research grants of $7,500.00 were made to each of the nation’s eighty- 
five medical schools. This year, through increased support, it is hoped 
to grant research funds sizable enough to make substantial progress 
towards disease control. 
Does Medical Research pay-off? 
During the years 1937 through 1957 our death rate declined 15%. 
This represents a saving of 3,840,890 lives. It was estimated that about 
$7.6 billion dollars additional income was earned in 1957 alone, through 
the decline in death rate since 1937.

Family Cases, 25* Children’s Cases, 6 Adoptive Cases, 2 Foster Homes, 4 Unmarried Mothers. The Cowts, 
Clergy, Doctors and other agencies work in close cooperation with this program. 


The Visiting Nurses Association of Morgan County was organized as a non-profit corporation 
three years ago. A board of 21 county residents administer the program. Tile work of the Visiting Nwses 
is conducted in conjunction with the Morgan County Health Department. 
The staff of 7 nurses perform the services for both organizations. The work of the Health Dept., 
which is supported by county taxes, is in the field of preventive medicine. They conduct health education 
programs of various types, service the public schools, give physical checkups, and immunizations, etc. 
Each nurse is assigned a specific area. She also is responsible for making the Visiting Nurse calls in her 
area. 
These are home caii*>, uU-vicang many types of convalescent patients not necessarily hospitalized. 
Cases included are: changing dressings for ampute2s, fractures or other types of injuries; caring foe* 
:ancer, stroke, arthritic, coronary, diabetic and otter types of patients. They are able to perform many 
services that eliminate the necessity of a doctor s call. 
Calls are referred by a friend or relative, welfare 
agency or by a physician. Each 
case is investi­ 
gated and no service Is performed before a physician is consulted. 
A charge of $3 00 per call is made. Many patients are able to pay this charge, though it actually 
•overs only 50% of the cost. The Visiting Nurses Association is responsible for a pro-rata share of the 
i staff time, traveling expenses, secretarial help, etc., and must reimburse the County Health Office for this. 
The Cancer Society, Illinois Public and Morgan County General Assistance reimburse the Visiting 
I Nwses Association for calls on their clients. The funds received by Morgan County United 
Fund will 
; underwrite this program and take care of those unable to pay. 
The Federal government allocated funds for the first year to initiate the program The second 
jyear, grants from the Heart Association, Cancer Socbty and several local groups took care of the budget. 
None of these funds are now available and in toe meantime an indispensible community service pro­ 
gram has developed. (These past few months donations have been solicited to try to clean up an operat­ 
ing deficit before entering the United Fund.) 
The Visiting Nurses’ is a growing case load, as the conununity realizes the services to be rendered. 
'Last year 880 visits were made and the figure will be far exceeded this year. This Is a much needed com­ 
munity service and a welcome new member to the United Fund.
